‘Hartnell college students are getting a-real bargain in the 
1956 La Reata, according to Mr. George L. Abbott, faculty 
advisor, who points out the annual actually costs the Asso- 
ciated Students at least $3,300, or better than $6 a book. 


Few people realize the cost of 
printing the yearbook, Mr. Abbott 
points out. Printing-alone will cost 
at least $1,900, while the covers 
cost $410 and binding $253 for 550 
books. The 1956 yearbook budget 
of $2,965 failed to allow for bulbs, 
film and photographic supplies, ap 
expense of about $400. Professional 
photography costs about $250. Re- 
pair of photographic equipment 
has been expensive this year, ac- 
cording to Mr. Abbott, because 
much of the equipment is old and 
was in poor condition. 

Those holding student . body 
cards purchase the $6 annual for 
only $2.50, while non-card holders 


pay $5, Mr. Abbott said. So far, 
about 250 pledge cards have been 
sold.

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THE COOL AND QUIET

Last week we came across an interesting article in the Metronome 
Jazz Yearbook for 1956. It was entitled, “Jazz Behind the Iron Curtain.” 

Since it deals with two very current and: stimulating subjects, it might 
be interesting to summarize part of it here. 

According to Dirk Schaeffer, the author of the article, who interviewed 
a certain Reginald Rudorf, East German jazz critic and columnist, 
jazz. behind the Iron Curtain can be divided into threé sectors, East 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Russia. 

The East German musician is the most up-to-date of the jazzmen 
in Communistic countries. This is because: 1) He can buy a number of 
jazz records openly; 2) he can fill gaps in his collection by recourse to 
the black-market from the -western sector; 3) he hears Radio Free Eu- 
rope which broadcasts one hour of jazz every day and even goes so far 
as to read off solos and compositions for him to copy down.: He can- 
not express this contemporary feeling in his music, however. The Com- 
munist party allows jazz only as long as it is not wild and liable to ex- 
cite fans, and is portrayed as being the spirit of the downtrodden negro 
suffering under the hell of filthy capitalism. Consequently, the only 
music accepted in the jazz line is swing and Dixieland. 

In Czechoslovakia, the Goodman touch is the thing. One of the big 
bands of the country has official government backing, and it plays a 
semimodern arrangement every once in a while. Czechoslovakia comes 
right after East Germany in amount and quality of jazz played. 

About the only jazz records to be heard or had in Moscow are “Porgy 
and Bess” and spirituals (again emphasizing the propaganda point of 
the negros’ lot in America). The average citizens concept of jazz is some- 
thing like what Guy Lombardo plays (God help them!). 

The Communist party, although following its new policy of less 
strictness than before Stalin died in censoring cultural things, still is 
a little bit hesitant about condoning anything so typically American as 
jazz. Perhaps this is because it realizes that the end effect of such a pol- 
icy would be to give*the American and Communist people an exchange 
of ideas that might lead to a better understanding. And what would 
the Russian people do if they realized Americans are not bug-eyed mon- 
sters? :
